John Bums, the assistant registrar, tells us that no one is 
compelled to designate his religion on the registration form. Six 
years ago, the admhiistration removed the Usthig of one's ethical 
belief as a requirement in the registration process. 

Students can still reveal their reli^dn, if they choose, and 
the registrar's office passes the information on to the Student 
Christian Movement. 

The SCM, in turn, sends lists of all the Roman Catholic stu- 
dents to the RC chaplain, all the Jewish students to the director 
of Hillel, etc., in order to give the various campus religious 
organizations a rough idea of how many students they must 
project to. 

No exact statistics are Icept regarding the number of students 
listed under each religious denomination, but Robert Nagy, the 
Catholic chaplain, says that there are about 2,700 Catholics who 
choose to admit their faith at IMcGiU, and over 4,000 Jews. He 
does not know the flgure for Protestants, since they are either m 
small sects; or just call tfiemselves "Protestants". 

The number of students who do not fill hi the religion space 
at registration increases every year, adds the chaplain. '

Robertson memo asserts Board's power in hiring 



The hiring of controversial 
sociologist Marlenc Dixon, whose 
dismissal from the University of 
Chicago sparked a week long sit- 
bi there, appears to have led to 
an attempt by the McGill Board 
of Governors to reassert its pow- 
er. 

The attempt comes in the form 
of a memo issued by Principal 
Harold R. Robertson August 7 
which states that according to 
the Statutes of the University "all 
appointments... to the teaching 
staff... are made by the Board 
of Governors," and faculty can 
only "reconunend" prospective 
teachers. 

A -group of faculty members 
have already expressed concern 
about the hnplicatlons of the 
memo, which also urges chak- 
men to consult "hidependent 



sources of infonnation"/in addi- 
tion to those supplied by the can- 
'dldate. 

According to the Statutes, the 
basic law of the university,' ap- 
pohitments are made by the 
Board via the department chah-- 
men. Deans, and the Prhïcipal. 

However, a form of common 
law has superseded the Statutes 
and traditionally departments 
have had considerable autonomy 
ui appobitments, with the Board 
rubberstampbig them. 

When the McGill sociology de- 
partment decided to hire Dr. 
Dixon last spring, no negative 
reaction came from the admin- 
istration. Howard Roseborough, 
the late chairman of the Depart- 
ment, discussed the case hi detail 
with the then-dean, Harry Woods, 
and both decided to go ahead with

English-speaking independentists 

New group pamphlets St- Leonard 



'A new radical group, formed as a result 
of the St. Leonard crisis, is distributing a 
trilingual pamphlet and talking to workers 
this week in the east-end Montreal suburb. 

The Committee for Socialist Indepen- 
dence in Quebec (CSIQ) was created by 
about twenty English-speaking socialist- 
indepcndcntists, many of them students of 
McGill and Sir George Williams univer- 
sities. It will "provide an opportunity for 
the exploited non-French work force to join 
the side of the people and contribute to the 
building of a new, free Quebec," according 
to former McGill student and Students' 
Society vice-president, Peter Foster, a 
member of the group. 

At a press conference Monday night, 
Foster said the CSIQ would work closely 
with French-speaking radical groups, in 
particular the Front de Liberation Populai- 
re (FLP) and the Mouvement Syndical et 
Politique (MSP). 

."The group was bom out of crisis," he 
said. "There is work that has io be done in 
St-Leonard right away 'and we are in a good 
position to do it." 

The CSIQ pamphlet, addressed primarily 
to Italian immigrants, stresses the class 
nature of the St-Léohard conflict. It says 
that "the bosses - the really big bosses - 
want to use differences hi race and lan- 
guage to split the working class and prevent 
it from uniting against them. They plan 
to bring even more immigrants over in 
the next few years, assimilate 907o of 
them into English-language institutions, 
and use them to fight the French-speaking 
movement on an even larger and bloodier 
scale." 



The situation in St-Lconard reached a 
critical point last Wednesday night when 
a demonstration for uniljngual French 
schools, in which groups ranging from the 
FLP and the MSP through Raymond Le- 
mieux's Ligue pour l'Intégration Scolaire 
to the right-wing Chevaliers dc l'Indépen- 
dance took part, erupted into violence. 

"Some guys in Wednesday's demonstra- 
tion were yelling 'Kill the -wops' and 
^ smashing Italian storefronts," says the 
CSIQ pamphlét; 
"Most people in t)ie movement think 



they're racist pricks,' and want to kick them 
out. But the bosses also call you 'wops' - 
and they pay you shit to boot. Let's fight 
our real enemies - the bosses - together". 

The CSIQ fully supports the demand put 
forth by the LIS and other groups that the 
working language in the 'schools be Frçnch. 
Unilingualism, the pamphlet stresses, is 
important, "because the language of the 
working people is French, and the language 
of the capitalists is English - so the strug- 
gle is part of the workers' fight for control 
of their own lives. 



"The demand for uniilngualism won't 
go away, even if they put Lcmieux in jail. 
It's an essential demand of the growing 
socialist movement which is fighting for a 
lot of the things the inmiigrant is '- jobs, 
housing, medical care, education. French 
unilingualism in the schools is essential so 
ordinary people can control the schools." 

The CSIQ takes issue, however, with the 
LIS demand that immigration to Quebec be 
stopped until the government enunciates 
a clear immigration policy. "Working

Dismissed^ 

à.Studaits'> Council last night' fired the 
editor of this newspaper on the grounds that 
he did not intend to register as a student. 
This was held to be unlawful under the Stu- 
dents' Society constitution now legally in 
force. 

Students' Society President Julius Grey 
said last night that^ttae^constitution must be 
respected: "It is thé'onë thing students have 
a certain control over." Quite so. And last 
spring the students ratified, by a two-thirds 
majority, a new constitution which eliminat- 
ed the provisions making Mark Wilson's 



tenure illegal. Council has decided that, 
seven months after students replaced their 
constitution, that the new dwirnieiit'iloes not 
apply because it has not been approved by 
the University Senate. 

It is now virtually impossible for a full- 
time student to be editor of a daily news- 
paper and do a good job - and the adminis- 
tration has eliminated the partial student 
category precisely to get rid of politkal 
undesirables. It was possible in the days 
when the Daily saw its role as covering 
Winter Carnival and freshman dances, but 
times have changed. Seven Canadian student 
newspapers, only one of them publishing 
as often as thrice ^^'cekly, now have full- 
time editors, on weekly salary. Student 
journalism has left the sand-box. If the Dai- 
ly editor has neither the money nor the 
inclination to go through the sham of reg- 
istering, he must be honest about this. 

The real reason for firing Wilson was 
not constitutional at all. For two hours 
councillors talked of judicial Committee 
referrals, constitutional interpretatwn, 



and campus-wkle referenda in a desperate 
attempt to avoid admitting that they wanted 
to get rkl of Wilson because of his politfeal 
and journalistic perspective. 

In performing this job. Council is doing 
the same thing to the radical editor as the 
Board of Governors is doing with radical 
faculty, in its statement described in the 
lead stoiy of this issue. This diktat by the 
oncendomumt governors is a thinly-disguis- 
ed announcement of the end of even liberal- . 
style academic freedom at McGill. 

The small class of people who have 
grown accustomed over the last 100 years to 
determining what McGill will be and do as a 
university have reached the point where they 
can no longer afford the luxury of even 
left-liberal dissent. They see their power 
threatened more and more with each day, 
and more and more desperately they choose 
their alliances and strategies in' opposition 
to the movement of history. 

Another choice is possible. Wilson out- 
lines it in Ms personal editorial on page 4.

Dare to struggle, dare to win 



It is now more than a year since Tiie 
Montreal Star and The Gazette deemed 
the St. Leonard school situation of inter- 
est to the public eye. 

In August 1968 the referendum on the 
unilingualism plan was held; it was fol- 
lowed closely by elections to the local 
school bçard. It was also in August of 
1968 that a strenuous atternpt was being 
made by anti-unilingual elements to stack 
electoral rolls with illegitimate and 
sometimes fictitious English names. It 
was this attempt at subversion of the 
"democratic process", in fact, which 
enraged French-speaking citizens of the 
area, prompting them to come, together 
in an organized political group. le Mou- 
vement pour l'intégration scolaire (MIS). 

A year has passeSliwcf then. During 
that time the Quebec government, sup- 
posedly .representative of the people of 
Quebec, has remained curiously inac- 
tive, watching the situation develop with 
no less detached disinterest than the 
government of Albania. 

Other forces, however, have more 
than made up for that inactivity: Elements 
of the English speaking community, par- 
ticularly wealthier people in the West 
End of Montreal and in Ontario, have 
continued to intervene in St.-Leonard by 
providing funds and other resources for 
Robert Beale and his "parents" asso- 
ciation. The Montreal (and Canadian) 
press has foamed at the .mouth with 
emotional tirades in defense of much 
treasured "minority rights", which, they 
would have us believe, form the "cor- 
nerstone of democratic freedom." 

All this has been going on against 
the little-mentioned but nonetheless 
historically dramatic backdrop of con- 
tinuing and increasing recruitment of 
immigrants by the government of Canada, 
ipimigrants recruited through false 
promises of paradise in an English- 
speaking Canada. - 

Now the situation has escalated. The 
LIS and the Quebecjndependence move- 
ment, haying exHausted. the "demo- 
cratic" alternatives' open to them <suc- 
. cessfully in the case of the school board 
elections), and finding itself at.the same 
time frustrated by the hegemonic power 
of the Anglo-Canadian establishment in 
Quebec. Tias resorted to overtly "extra- 
parliamentary" action. . , ;v : 

The ^~ LIS called à demonstration. 
Mainstream national' liberation gtoups 
in Quebec came through with active sup- 
port, principally the Front de liberation 
populaire (FLP), the CEGEP-studerit 
based Mouvement syndicale et politique « 
(MSP), and many of the grass-roots citi- 
zens committees. 



What happened' Wednesday night was, 
not surprising. Montreal's English 
newspapers spent a year inciting the 
Italian commùnity; and English Canadian 
money made^possible Beale's continuing 
political presence. That there should be 
thus created an active counter-revolu- 
tiona'ry force among the immigrants is 
only to'be expected. 

More unexpected was the depth of 
the cynicism and contempt with which 
ruling elements regard the Itàlîân^com- 
munity: and their cold, even merciless 
willingness to use immigrant working 
class kids as front line troops against 
the developing liberation movement. 
More than 500 policemen stood by and 
watched the violence, moving in to mop 
up and make arrests only after it was all 
over. . 

AtrOpéatiôn McGUl last spring, the 
cops made damn sure no one got near 
the McGill campus, or made any physical 
attacks on counter-demonstrators. 
They'll protect the property of the 
wealthy English community in Montreal: 
but it seems that -it means nothing to 
sacrifice a bunch of "wops" in the war 
of repression against the Quebec left. 

The same newspapers, the same 
governments ^nd the same affluent bus!-' 
ness men are now making tear-jerking 
statements about the tragic and regret- 
table nature of the violence which they, 
themsleves have created and are con- 
tinuing to promote (immigration recruit- 
ing continiiésiùnder the same conditions 
vyith the same misleading propaganda). 
Only last Wednesday, the very afternoon 
before the "riot", the Quebec Chamber 
of Commerce set up special measures; to 
encourage and increase immigratibn 
to Quebec. ^ 

Which is not to say that immigra- 
tion should be curtailed. Far from it. 
But it must be made explicit to pro- 
spective "neo-Canadians" that Quebec 
is a French-speaking nation, and they 
are expected to integrate with the peo- 
ple, not with the Anglo-American-domi- 
nated ruling group. 

The roots of the St-Leonard conflict 
are not racial. There were racist ele- 
ments in both sides of the action Wed- 
nesday. But the Quebec independence 
movement can be blamed for this only 
to the extent that it has failed to em- 
phasize the economic roots of national 
a1id 'class /oppression, and has over-em- 
phasij»d|what are otherwise legitimate 
collectivè national demands. It is through 
clearly stressing these economic roots 
that the racist overtones of the national: ^ 
struggle will give wây to revolution^y 
perspèctive. ' 



The real enemy in the confrontation, 
and the group which must hold most of 
the responsibility for any racial war- 

. fare which takes place in Quebec, now 
and in the future, is the nexus of eco- 
nomic power, the Anglo-American ruling 
class, which is using Italian workers as 
dupes in its own struggle to maintain 

- its position of power. 

French unilingualism|in the- schools 
is a legitimate, necessary and urgent 
demand of the Quebec liberation move- 

, ment. If the people are to control the 
schools - essential if theylare to control 
the economy and the government - then 
those schools must operate in. the lan- 
guage of the people.. And in Quebec, 
that language is French. Through the 
preservation of a separate and privileg- 
ed English-speaking school system, the 
social and economic elite which domi- 
nates the lives of the people of Quebec 
cannot only maintain its own position, 
it can use the language differences thus 
created to divide and confuse the move- 
.Tient. 

It's .really nothing Hew. Ruling 
groups of this kind have traditionally 
made the most of racism and racia'l 
conflict to divide any organized opposi- 
tion to their power. For example, Amer- 
ican corporations are now using such 
a_ policy (with someluccess) to divide 
black and white working people. 

In Quebec, they're using St-Léonard. 
And if immigration continues in the same 
fashion - there's every reason to assume 
that it will - the racial conflict can onlv 
escalate from here to wider and blood- 
ier levels. 

The newly formed English-speaking 
independentist group - the Committee 
for Socialist Independence in Quebec 
(CSIQ) - has pointed out that Italian im- 
migrants have only two options at this 
stage in history. This polarization of al- 
ternatives applies to all oppressed seg- 
ments of the non-French-speaking 
community, workers and students. 

We can align ourselves." more or 
less actively, with the small group of 
English-Canadian corporate capitalists 
who dominate sçcial and econoniic life 
in Quebec, joining them in what will be 
â vain but perhaps violent attempt to 
hold off the movement which^ attacks 
their power and their privilege. Or we 
can learn the language of the people 
of Quebec and join them in their in- 
creasingly determined struggle for 
liberation. And by so doing we can at 
the same time help to make it clear to 
thé people of Quebec that nationalism is , 
not racism, and that thei-ei are Miigl6-4 
phones' on the side of the people.
